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1. Air Traffic Control ACTION 

CHARM Is still proceeding satis¬ 
factorily. Computer time Is some problem, 
but Group 22 Is phasing out its work which 
may give the necessary relief. 

Israel reported on his trip to brief 
ADC on his work. ADC shows great interest, 
particularly in connection with the solid 
state computers, the first three of which 
have been approved on '59 funds. The Air 
Force will arrange a meeting here, Sept. 8, 
to consider the deployment of the machines.

One problem is the fact 
that present schedules call for the 3B- 
program at Montgomery and the Model 5 
program at McGuire. An attempt will be 
made to get the Model 5 program ready for 
Montgomery, maybe by she king it down 
elsewhere. 

A discussion arose as to computer 
time at McGuire in regard to the retrofit. 

It appears this can only De accomplished 
by going to Mode 2 operation.
